About the beginning of 0ober, Luther came on 
foot to Auſpurg, in his hood borrowed of Wenceſ- 
laus Linkjus , and much wearied with thejourney: 
and upon affurance of his ſafetie was admitted to 
the Cardinals preſence. Who admoniſhed him, 
firſt; To become a ſound member of the Church, and to 
recant the errours, which hc had divulged : ſecondly,to 
promiſe that he would not again teach his former do- 
Frines :' thirdly , that he would abſtain from other dg- 
arines , which would _— the peace of the Church. 
Here alſo it was objetted io him, that he denyed the Me- 
rit of Chriſt to be atreaſure of Indulgences : and that 
he taught that faith was neceſſary for all which ſhould 
come to the Sacrament. Cajetan proved his own:opi- 
nion by the decree of Clement the fixth,andat large 


After much debating the matters, Luther intreated 
ſometime to deliberate thereon : and returned the 


a Scribe, and foure ef the Emperours Counſellors, 
profefled, that he ax the. Church of Rome all due 
obſervance , and if he hgd ſpoken any thing diſſenting 
from the judgement of the Church, he would reverſe it +} 
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 {falfly preferred before all Scriptures aud Conncels. 
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but could revoke no errour , being not yet convitted by 
Scripture of any, and did appeale tothe judgement of the 

Church. Hereupon the Legate , ſharply :chiding 
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Luther, diſmifſed him, and dealt with Srawp:ci#5 to 
bring Luther to revoke, what he had taught. Bur 
Luther not convinced as yet by Scripture, perſiſted 
in the trueth. Yetat lepgth fearing leaſt the Car- 
dinal ſhould make more ule of his power and great- 
nefſe, then Scholarlike diſputations, he appealed 
to Rome, and departed from Anſpurg, 0cteb. 20. Be- 
cauſe the Cardinal charged him not to come into 
his preſence, unlefle he would recant. Yet Enther | 
left behind him an epiftle to the Cardinal, and af- 
fixed thereunto aformal appealeuntothe Pope. 
Cajetan took Luthers departure in ill part, and 
wrote tothe Duke of Saxony,that he would either ſend 
Luther to Rome, or baniſh hims out of his territories, and 
tntreateth hims not to givecredit to Luthers defenders, 
and ts take heed of ſtaining the illuſtrious Family, 
whence he was deſcended, The EleFor returned an- 
ſwer: That now it was not in his power to ds this , be-| 
cauſe Luther was not convitted of any errour , and did 
wwch good ſervice in the V niverſitie , and did offer his | 
cauſe to triall and diſputation.

and what Ierom Schur fius had ſaid; namely , that if 


that Monk ſhould marry her ;, the whole world and the 
devill himſelf would laugh thereat ; and ſo the Monk 
ſhould undoe all that formerly he had done, Here Luther 
to grieve the world of Papifts , andthe devill, and 
ratific her farher- perſwading him thereunto, re- 
olved to marry her, ' And on the 13; day of 1c, 
inviting to ſupper Pomeranue , and Apelles the 
Lawyer, and Luke the Limimer was betrothed to 
ber, and not long after married her.

But when he perceived that Luther 
himſclf was ſomewhat troubled with the ſame thoughts, 
he not onely moderated his paſsion , but did cheere up 
Luther, and endeavoured to caſe his griefe and ſorrew 
with pleaſant conference, and thereby brought him to his 
wonted _— e again. 

Luthers adverſaries not onely obſerved the time 
of the marriage , but proclaimed the marriage to 
be inceftuous , in which a Monk married a Nun. 
Hereupon the King of Exgland in his Anſwer to 
= tiles = marriage inceſtuous , and there 

ith among other opprobries put upon Luther, that 
he ea ae have mind | Gage of higher va- 
ture. Conradus Collinus Prior of Cullen and lerome 
Emſenus* the beſt Divine among the Papiſts wrote 
virulently and difgracefully of this marnage. Yea 
ſomethere were, ( whom Eraſmus gave credit un- 
to) who laid a finne to Lathers charge, from which : 
the time of his childs birth did acquit him. Againft 
theſe diſgraces Luther thus animated himſelf: fay- 
ing. If my marriage be a work of God, what wonder i 
there, if the fleſh be off ended at it ? It & offended even 
at the fleſh which God our Creator took, and gave tobe a 
ranſome, and food for the ſalvation of the world : if the 
world was not offended with me ; I ſhould be offended 
with theworld, and ſhould feare that it was not of God, 
which 1 have done. Now ſeeing the world # vexed and 


zroubled at, 1 am confirmed in my courſe and comforted | 
#n God.So do you. The cauſe of his marriage he there 
alforclateth; faying. We reſigned the revenew of the

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Monaſtery to the Prince. I who abode in the Monaſtery 
ſo long as it pleaſed God, now like a private houſekeeper. 
I have not married to prolong my life , but ( ſeeing my 
diſſolution neerer approaching , and people with their 
Princes to rage againſt me) that 1 might leave mine 
own doarine for the weaks ſake confirmed by mine own 
example ; for my doctrine may perchance be kicked a-

* This yeerethe n baptiftsf read themſelves 0- 
ver Helvetia and other parts of Germany : and began 
to broach their fanciesat Amwerp, Hereupon LZu- 
ther by an Epiſtle warned them of Amwerp to take 
heed of the erroneous ſpirit , which had hindred 
him very much: and recited the impoſtures of 
falſe ſpirits in Popery, and the by-pathes of the ſe- 
ducing ſpirits of the preſent times. "There he fet 
downe the erroneous Articles ofa tumultuous ſpi- 


boldnefſe, and ambitious defire of honour lurking 

in that Spirit : and entreateth them to forbeare 1he 

queſtion concerning Gods hidden will, and toattendto, 

and learne the neceſſary precepts ſet before ms by our God, 

The Articles were theſe.

Now alſo Luther wrote to the King of England 
by the perſwafion of Chri/tiern the baniſhed King of 
Denmark, This Epiſtle was ſubmiſſive, and is ex- 
tantin his Epiſtles, He wrote alſo humbly to George 
Duke of Saxony : that he would be pleaſed to afford 
him his favourable reſpeR. But the King returned 
him an harſh auſwere, and objected to him his levi- 
ty and inconftancy : and defended Cardin! Wolſey 
againſt Luthers writing to him : that hence it a 
peared, how he hated Luther, When Luther ſaw the 
Kings anſwer printed, he was very much grieved|. 
at what he had done, and that he had ſo much yeel- 
ded to his friends, as to write in ſo humble a ftrain. 
The like befell him upon his writing to Cajerar, 
George Duke of Saxony and Eraſmus Rotterod. who 
by Luthers lenity were incenſed rather then paciti- 
ed. He reſolved never afterward to run into th. 
like errour. Coclexs and Eckizes wondertully allo in- 
fulted over Luthers ſubmiſſivenefle. Wherefore| 
Luther now printed a booke againſt { as he calledit) 
the 11! languaged and contumelions booke of the King of 
England. , 

In the yeare x526. Lather refuſed Eraſmus book,

Luther * About theſame time Dake Georgeandthe 
Biſhops attempted many wayes to wrong Luther , as 
appeareth by his letter. to Mycontns : ſaying. The 
wicked Papiſts onſfere, and , as Melan&theus writerh 
to me from Tena threaten warre againſt me. Wherefore 
ſee you, that the people Iran as hereof, manfully con- 
tend by faithfull and continua _ tothe Lord, that 
they may be overcome and withheld by the Spirit , and 
conſtrained to keepe outward peace. Verily 1 underſtand 
by the writings and ſpeeches of many , that there « very 
great need if carneſt prayer : for Satans. plots area 
working. Wherefore 1 intreat you , that you would per- 
ſwade the people to this moſt neceſſary and prevalent 
work, becanſe they are endangered and expoſedto Satans 
ſword and fury cncempaſsing them. He further ſaith, 
That the Secaries were divided into fixe Secs.
